For this one, stand erect with 
the heels together. Then with- 
out bending the knees, reach for- 
ward and touch the floor with 
the fingertips.

Pineapple-Cherry Cobbler

Add one- 
half cup chopped nuts and mix 
thoroughly. Drop by spoonfuls 
over the top of the fruit and bake 
in a moderate oven for half an 
hour, Cut in squares and serve 
warm with sweetened whipped 
cream. If the batter is drepped 
over the top of the fruit in small 
amounts about an inch apart, 
the crust is easily divided for 
serving.

Peel, core and slice two pounds 
cooking apples. You will need 
three cups corn flakes, one-half 
cup sugar, one-half cup chopped 
nuts, one-fourth cup _ seedless 
raisins, one teaspoon cinnamon 
and two tablespoons butter.
